Che 
selectmen anticipate to use the State Aid Road funds to 
further improve this road in 1966. Although money was ap- 
bropriated. for rebuilding the Dawes Hill Road Deertrees 
Road and Wanslow Street, the completion, of. this project 
Waite aot Tbefuntil this spring, At this;timne High Street 
will be reconstructed too. Also, Ditters entacipated sthat 
our Town Road Improvement money will be used to_ surface 
Dawes igi and-Deertrees Road. 


Through efforts of our Tree Warden, Ahti Martikainen, 
Sndvtne stare POrestry Service, , Harrison. was ‘one. of two 
towns. in the state selected to use Bidrin on our elm 
trees. This experimental work was done on Main St. in the 
village. thes program will be continued) on) Main’ Stl) and 
also include Front St. The tree warden has requested a 
separate appropriation for replacing shade trees which we 
heartily endorse and ask your support. 


The State Forestry Service in July opened the Blister 
Rust Control office in the Morrill Block, under the super- 
WVas51Gn Of \Distract Leader, .Davad W. Stewart, . Maine. State 
Library has leased a building on Depot Street. This is 
headquarters for Bookmobile District #7 with John Perkins 
as manager. 


Portland Pipe Line Corp. installed an additional 24" 
line on their extended right of way. Their tax consultant 
stated that this new addition would approximately double 
their taxes paid in Harrison this year. 


Serious thought should be given, to Article 45 in the 
warrant concerning private roadways. With increased con- 
struction on and near our lakes, we feel that the non-res- 
ident taxpayer should be considered in our highway main- 
tenance program. Approximately 58% of our taxes are de- 
rived from the non-resident taxpayer.

Diseases of old age create outstanding problems. 
Nineteen percent of all visits were made to adults 
helping them to get in touch with other agencies, 
make adjustments, and to help them with the social 
and economic problems so often linked with illness. 


Although Harrison has enough children to use 10 
child health conferences a year, only, ,eight .jwere 
held this past year with a total attendance of 84. 
This means that 10 infants and 55 pre-school child- 
ren had physical examinations and were, .protected 
against diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus, polio, 
and smallpox. There are still many pre-school 
children living in Harrison who do not have medical 
examinations by their family physician or the child 
health conference physician. Children entered 
school with defects uncorrected this past year. 


For. the first {time in May, 1965, yoursnursespane 
ticipated in pre-school registration. This gave 
the nurse an opportunity to interview mothers about 
the child's health and immunization history. Each 
child was given individual hearing tests. Each 
child had a vision test using the Snellen chart, 
Two children were found to have a hearing loss and 
one had an eye defect. These children were referred 
to their family physician for examination and were 
under medical supervision before school opened. 


The \public health nurse participated in a free 
measles clinic with Dr. Martin, health officer. 
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Home visits are made to all age groups. Over 80% 
of all visits are made to the school age group. 
Parents are slow in seeking medical supervision and 
do not always know about or use the facilities 
available to them. The nurse visited to encourage 
-parents to seek this help. Children with heart 
disease, speech defects, cHippling conditions,,; ear 
and eye defects and emotional problems were visited 
and referred to the proper resources for correction 
or medical supervision. 


An intra-dermal tuberculosis skin test is planned 
early in the year 1966 for the children in the 
first sand «seventh: grade. Physical examinations 
will begin in January 1966. 


The assistance given the public health nurse by 
volunteers, health committee, town officials, teach- 
ers and Dr. Martin has been gratefully appreciated.

Harrison Swimming Program 


The Harrison swimming program completed a suc- 
cessful nine week program on August 20, 1965. Anne 
Whitney was my assistant for the summer. Betsy 
Whitney, Bonnie Wentworth, and Martha Hibbard vol- 
unteered their assistance for the beginners classes, 
which was greatly appreciated by Anne and I. 


The classes were held five days a week from 9 a.m. 
through 12 noon and 1 p.m. through 4 p.m. There 
were three beginner classes, two Advance Beginners 
classes, two Intermediate classes, two Swimmers 
Classes, one Advanced Swimmers class and the Junior 
and Senior Life Saving Class. Again this year we 
held “ta. "Special class, for ‘the. three, four andit ive 
year old children, which was very successful. 


There was a total attendance of 185 students for 
the entire summer. National Red Cross Certificates 
were awarded as follows: 42 to the Beginners, 16 
Ltoctne Advanced ‘Beginners, 12 to the Intermediates, 
18 to the Swimmers, 2 to the Advanced Swimmers, 5 
to the Junior Life Savers and 5 to the Senior Life 
Savers. Special participation certificates were 
awarded to the Beginners unable to pass the course, 
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The Life Saving Class again climbed the back side 
of Pleasant Mountain this year up into the blue- 
berry fields. Everyone took a picnic lunch and had 
a successful afternoon of picking blueberries. 


This year two life-jackets and a ring buoy was 
purchased. The life-jackets were greatly needed as 
the learning of the use of them is now necessary in 
order for the Advanced Beginners to complete the 
course. Also, the learning of the use of the ring 
buoy is necessary in the Junior and Senior Life Sav- 
ing Classes. The greatly needed "No Dogs Allowed" 
Sign was put up near the beach. 


Only three days were lost due to bad weather. 


Greatly needed for the coming summer is a new 
float to replace the unsafe, weather beaten float 
we now have. Also a new life-buoat is needed to re- 
place the old, leaky, unrepairable life-boat we 
have had for many, many years. 


I also would like to request a raise for the as- 
Sistant swimming instructor. She now receives ap- 
proximately $11.00 a week. This is quite insuffi- 
cient for the amount of time and work she puts in, 
I think she should receive at least twice the a- 
mount, totaling $200.00 for the entire summer. 
Surely, the safety and instruction of swimming les- 
sons for your children is worth much more than the 
amount the assistant presently earns. 


The annual trip to Pleasant Mountain and the ride 
on the chair-lift was again a great success and fun 
was had by all. This trip was made possible by the 
help of Mr. Edward Tarbox, with his donation of two 
buses for transportation. Also by Mr. Russell Hag- 
gett, Manager of Pleasant Mountain, who lets all 
the children ride the chair-lift for no charge what- 
sO-ever. After the chair-lift ride, everyone re- 
turned to Crystal Lake Beach, where everyone en- 
joyed a picnic lunch. A thank you goes to the par- 
ents who helped chaperone the trip. Certificates 
and awards were presented as a finale of the day 
and the season. 


I would like to thank the Lion's Club, the Se- 
lectmen, the Town of Harrison, Neil Tracy, and the 
others who helped make the summer a success.

1456-A. Spark arresters on certain equipment 

No equipment for producing power shall be operated in, through or 
near forest lands unless it is provided with approved and efficient 
spark arresters designed to prevent the escape of sparks, carbon de- 
posits or other substances likely to cause fires. The operator of equip- 
ment not provided with such a spark arrester or having such a spark 
arrester which is not in effective operating condition shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not more than $100 or by imprisonment for not more 
than 30 days, or by both. 


1653. Partial payment of costs of suppressing forest fires 


Any person, firm or corporation who shall willfully or negligently 
cause a fire which burns forest, brush, grass or other lands or shall 
willfully fail to take reasonable action to control a fire on his own 
land shall be liable civilly up to a maximum of $500 of the suppression 
costs to the State or municipality which aids in suppressing the same.

I hereby submit the report on Civil Defense and 
Public Safety for the Town of Harrison during the 
part of the year of 1965 that I have been director. 
Chapter 61, Title 25 of the Revised Statutesua 
1964, State of Maine, provides that each political 
sub-division of the State have a Civil Defense and 
Public Safety Organization, and that the duly elec- 
ted governing body (Board of Selectmen) appoint a 
director for this agency, to carry out the state 
program as provided by law. 


I accepted the appointment of Director of the 
Town of Harrison on a strictly volunteer basis. 
This appointment was made by the Board, with my 
consent, .on Sept. 28, .1965.) Since then, I havevde- 
voted considerable time, with the help of State and 
County officials, to writing a basic operational 
plan for, the Town, with all the required annexes 
(Fire, Police, Welfare, Radiological, Communica- 
tions, etc.) in order that,in the event of a natu- 
ral or war created disaster, we will be somewhat 
prepared to cope with these major problems as an 
organization. 


It is my hope for the coming year that our local 
CD program can be divided into three. distinct 
phases as follows: 


(1) Individual preparedness through knowledge of 
Survival measures. Thesé ‘are tor: adults.and 
school children alike. 


(2) Community protection (Civil Defense Organi- 
zation). This constitutes training personnel 
for existing services that may need implementa- 
tion, and other services not found in our every 
day requirements. Training courses for the above 
are provided for from State through County such 
as Civil Defense Adult Education, Medical Self- 
help, Survival measures Nuclear Age (Elementary 
Schools), Rescue Training, Radiological Training 
and many others. 


(3) Resources inventories, in what the town has

Dear Mr. Rolfe: 


In regard to the street light proposal for Main Street and 
Front Street which was forwarded to you earlier, may I review 
briefly some of the benefits the town of Harrison might achieve 
from this project. 


On Main Street, with the installation of the 21,000 lumen 
units as shown, we would be providing a fairly uniform level of 
light from the Norway Road intersection through downtown and tie 
in with the new Bridgton Road. The lights are mounted generally 
on an every other pole basis, with consideration given to inter- 
sections and also commercial areas where pedestrians might apt 
to be walking near the side of the road. We propose seven 21,000 
lumen units so located as to blend in with the existing mercury 
street lights in both size and spacing. This would bring Main 
Street, lighting wise, up to a level that is accepted as adequate 
for these traffic conditions. 


On Front Street the plan calls for replacing the existing 
incandescent street lights with the newer and more efficient 
mercury-vapor lights. This would provide 34 times as much light 
for twice the cost. This installation would also provide for 
drivers leaving or entering Main Street from Naples a chance for 
their eyes to accustom and adjust to the different levels of 
light that occur from a well lit Main Street and a dark access 
road. 


When you add safety and civic pride in your community, to 
name just a few of the benefits from good street lighting, I'm 
sure you will agree that this truly is a big return for your 
dollar. 


If I can be of any further assistance, please let me know.

An audit has been completed of the financial rec- 
ords of the Town of. Harrison for the fiscal year 
ended December 31, 1965. The audit consisted of an 
examination of the records maintained by the Select- 
men, ireasurer, Tax Collector and ;other municipal 
officials. 


The fiscal year's operations showed that the net 


unexpended departmental balance lapsed amounted to. 
$5,662.03, per the following summary: 


Departmental Operations: 


Unexpended Balances $7,949.42 
Overdrafts Ae) 


Net Unexpended Balance $5,662.03 
The overlay and unexpended balances in the tractor 
and playground accounts less’ the tax abatements 
were the major factors contributing to the amount 
lapsed to surplus. 


The following comments pertain to the accompany- 
ing financial statements and to the scope of audit. 


ASSETS....The ‘general cash balance of $37,931.01 
was on deposit in the Norway National Bank, Norway 
Maine at December 31, 1965. The changes Lund. 0 
$200.00 was on hand. 


Accounts receivable of $50.35 represented reim- 
bursable welfare expenditures due from the State 
and other municipalities. 


Taxes receivable totaling $16,399.29 consisted 
principally of current accounts) of $15,595.79. The 
remaining balance of $803.50 represented prior years' 
accounts dating from 1963. Tax liens and tax ac- 
quired property amounted to $2,715.00 and $588.87 
respectively. 
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DEFERRED APPROPRIATION....The deferred appropri- 
ation of $8,571.25 represented amounts voted at a 
special town meeting for the Deertrees and Dawes 
Hill roads and school building plans and are to be 
raised at the next annual meeting. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS...) ine ® depart- 
mental accounts showed an unexpended balance of 
$21,823.23, which was carried forward in accordance 
with legai requirements and/or by authority of the 
municipal officers. 


Excise tax revenue of $5,196.74 is reserved for 
future allocation by the townspeople. 


Escrow deposits of $192.00 are carried forward 
pending completion of the sale of tax acquired 
property. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $39,035.53, 
an increase of $28,044.13 for the year. This change 
was occasioned principally by a transfer from the 
Capital Reserve Fund and the net unexpended depart- 
mental balance lapsed. 


DEBT FUND....The debt fund, incorporated in the 
balance sheet as a. separate fund, retlectounlc 
promissory note of $800.00, representing the bal- 
ance due Mona G. Irish for the purchase of real es- 
tate. This obligation matures during the next two 
years without interest. 


TRUST FUNDS....Trust fund principals and income 
balance amounted to $13,016.24 at the year end. 
The funds are invested in the Norway Savings and 
South Paris Savings Banks and 155 shares of Canal 
National Bank common stock. 


DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS....The departmental accounts 
showed a decrease of $3,439.78 in funds raised by 
taxation, as compared with the preceding year. A 
smaller "appropriation for highways and bridges was 
the major factor contributing to the change. 


The departmental balances carried forward in- 
creased by $5,790.73, as compared with balances at 
the start of the year. This change was reflected 
principally in the highway accounts. 
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GENERAL....The use of excise tax revenue for 
specific highway purposes was authorized by the 
voters. 


At a special town meeting, it was voted to trans- 
fer the balance in the Capital Reserve Fund to sur- 
plus. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as 
pertained to the handling of cash and other matters 
of financial concern. Count of cash was made and 
records checked to determine the accuracy of re- 
corded cash transactions. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as 
well as expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouch- 
ers, payrolls and canceled checks were examined for 
a selected period. Verifications were utilized, on 
atest lasaslco cetermine: the correctness, of re- 
corded assets and liabilities. 


Excise tax collections were checked by examina- 
tion of copies of receipts retained by the tax col- 
lector. Education account balances were checked 
with the Superintendent of Schools. Trust “and 
special fund transactions were reviewed and invest- 
ments examined.

The request upon 
non-resident owners may be proved by a notice sent by mail directed 
to the last known address of the taxpayer or given by any other 
method that brings notice home to the taxpayer.”

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Report of the Public Health Nurse 


HARRISON - 1966 


The word "health" is the master word we often use 
in speaking of much that we value in life. Good 
health is not something that can be given for the 
asking. To be as healthy as possible each person 
must know and practice healthful ways of living and 
thinking. 


Your public health nurse employed by the Depart- 
ment of Health and Welfare has contributed to the 
better health of the citizens of Harrison by pro- 
viding the following services. 


Eight child health conferences were held this 
year. Physical examinations were given to 55 in- 
fants and preschool children. Measles vaccine was 
offered in addition to polio, smallpox, diphtheria, 
whooping cough and tetanus immunizations. 


In the spring your nurse participated in the pre- 
school registration of children entering school in 
the fall. At this time the child's health problems 
were discussed. Other school nursing services in- 
clude home visits to children with known or sus- 
pected health problems, arranging selective screen- 
ing tests of vision and hearing and periodic visits 
with school personnel. 


Home visits were made for the purpose of giving 
direct health supervision to children and adults, 
who are well or who have an illness, tees them 
the principles of healthful living in order to help 
prevent illness. When the function involves treat- 
ment or preventive measures, the nurse works under 
the direction of a physician. 


A successful public health nursing program de- 
pends largely upon the interest, support and volun- 
teer work of the local people, individually and 
through organized group effort. 


The assistance given to the public health nurse 
by willing volunteers, town officials, school per- 
sonnel and physician is greatly appreciated.

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Harrison Swimming Program 


The Harrison Swimming Program completed a suc- 
cessful nine week program on August 29th, 1966 with 
Martha Hibbard as my assistant for the summer. 
Betsy Whitney and Kathy Fleck volunteered their as- 
Sistance for the largely enrolled beginners classes 
which Martha and I greatly appreciated. 


Classes were held five days a week from 9:30 A.M. 
through twelve noon and 1 P.M. through 4 P.M. There 
was one Pre-Beginner Class, two Beginner Classes, 
two Advanced Beginner Classes and the Junior and 
Senior Life Saving Class. This year, I found the 
Pre-Beginner Class to be a great success which is 
offered for the pre-school children. 


There was a total attendance of 182 students for 
the summer. American National Red Cross Certifi- 
cates were awarded as follows: 28 to Beginners, 16 
to advanced Beginners, 15 to Intermediates, 13 to 
Swimmers, and 1 to Advanced Swimmers. Many were un- 
able to take the test, who I am_ sure, could have 
passed the tests. Those who did not take the tests 
were the summer residents who had to return home 
before the program was over. The Pre-Beginner 
Class, who were unable to pass, and those who par- 
ticipated in the Advanced Swimmers program and 
failed to pass the test only because of their age, 
were awarded special participation certificates. 


This year, we had two new rafts. Having two small 
rafts rather than one large one was very helpful. 
One was used for the younger swimmers in shallow 
water with the second one being in deeper water for 
the older and more advanced swimmers. The "No Dogs 
Allowed" sign was placed on the beach. Now, we have 
only to teach the dogs to read! 


We also greatly appreciated the new "Life Boat” 
purchased by the Lions Club. It is much safer and 
easier to operate than the ones that have been used 
in the previous years. Now, we only need a pair of 
oars to fit the size of the boat. We now have a 
pair donated by Gardner Morrill. However, they are 
much too large and heavy for this small fiber boat. 
Also needed for the coming summer, are 6 new kick 
boards, which are used in the Pre-Beginner and Be- 
ginner Classes to learn the required kicks to pass 
the test. 
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Six days (including half days) were missed due to 
bad weather. 


Again this year, the children enjoyed a ride on 
the chair lift at Pleasant Mountain and a picnic. 
This summer the picnic was held on a Friday and was 
made successful by the donations of hot dogs and 
rolls from the Lions Club, cookies donated by the 
Merry Maids 4-H Club, and the assistance of the 
mothers, which was greatly appreciated. The certi- 
ficates were awarded after the picnic. On the fol- 
lowing Monday the chair lift ride was enjoyed. I 
would like to thank the mothers who assisted. 


I would like to thank the Lions Club, The Town of 
Harrison, the Selectmen, Mr. Neil Tracy, Mr. Ernest 
Murray and the others who helped make this summer a 
success. I would also like to take this opportunity 
to thank everyone who helped me these past three 
years to make each summer an enjoyable and success- 
ful summer for me. I enjoyed working with the chil- 
dren a great deal. If, next summer, the swimming 
instructor receives as much cooperation as I did, 
it will again be a successful swimming program. 
Thank you all again.

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REPORT ON DUTCH ELM DISEASE 
1966 
To the Selectmen of the Town of Harrison: 


There were 53 Dutch Elm Diseased trees marked for 
removal in the Harrison Village area, and 30 were 
taken down by Lucas Tree Expert Co., leaving 23 
more to be taken down by the town crew when more 
funds are available. 


There were 33 Dutch Elm Diseased trees marked for 
removal in the Bolsters Mills area, and 6 were 
taken down by Lucas Tree Expert Co., with the re- 
maining 27 taken down by the town crew. 


Five companies of Licensed Maine Arborists were 
invited to bid on the work in the town of Harrison, 
and the Lucas Tree Expert Co. was hired as’ their 
bid was the lowest. Last year only 5 Dutch Elm Di- 
seased trees had to be removed in the Bolsters 
Mills area. 


Dormant spray was again applied last year in 
Harrison and Bolsters Mills by the Western Maine 
Forest Nursery. 


Bidrin was again used on 51 elms in Harrison Vil- 
lage by the Maine Forest Service of Augusta in an 
attempt to check the disease. 


I am sorry for the inconvenience that all of this 
work has caused the citizens of Harrison, but it 
was unavoidable. 


With the rise in Dutch Elm Disease in Harrison 
and Bolsters Mills I believe more funds should be 
made available for the care of shade trees than 
last year. 


In an attempt to replace the trees which had to 
be removed there were 24 young maple trees planted 
in Harrison in place of the elms. I hope that this 
project can be continued again this year.

Civilian Defense and Public Safety 


To the Citizens of Harrison: 


We hereby submit the report on Civil Defense and 
Public Safety for the Town of Harrison for the year 
of 1966. Chapter 61, Title 25 of the Revised Stat- 
utes of 1964, State of Maine, provides that each 
political sub-division of the State have a Civil 
Defense and Public Safety Organization, and that 
the duly elected governing body (Board of Selectmen) 
appoint a director for this agency, to carry out 
the State program as provided by law. 


We have devoted considerable time, with the help 
of State and County officials in writing a basic 
operational plan for the Town, with all the requir- 
ed annexes, (Fire, Police, Welfare, Radiological, 
Communications, etc.) in order that in the event of 
a natural or war created disaster, we will be some- 
what prepared to cope with these major problems as 
an organization. 


During the year, two hundred and fifteen (215) 
students in the Harrison School were given a course 
in Nuclear Survival by Betty Proctor of the Cumber- 
land County Office of Civil Defense and Public 
Safety. Book Covers were delivered to the upper 
grades and Cut-Out Books to lower grades and ma- 
terial was left for the teachers to continue the 
teaching. 


Citizens of the Town of Harrison received plans 
for Home Fallout Protection Shelters. It is our 
hope that the receivers of these booklets read them 
thoroughly and make some provisions for protection. 


Instructors from County Headquarters gave a 
course on the use of Radiological Defense Opera- 
tional Equipment at the Harrison Village School 
to Civil Defense officers of various neighboring 
towns. 
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Weekly radio communication drills are given by 
County Control Center with our three licensed Com- 
munication Officers, Stevens J. Thomas, WIIZK, 
Richard Allen, WIFZQ and Kenneth Jackson, WAIGWU.

An audit has been completed of the financial rec- 
ords of the Town of Harrison for the fiscal year 
ended December 31, 1966. The audit consisted of an 
examination of the records maintained by the Se- 
lectmen, Treasurer, Tax Collector and other munici- 
pal officials. 


The fiscal year's operations showed that the net 
departmental overdraft charged to surplus amounted 
to $1,616.91, per the following summary: 


Departmental Operations: 


Overdrafts $5,533.48 
Unexpended Balances 3 9 L6.57, 


Net Departmental Overdraft $1,616.91 


Overdrafts in the new town office and highway ac- 
counts less the overlay were the major factors con- 
tributing to the net departmental overdraft. 


The following comments pertain to the accompany- 
ing financial statements and to the scope of audit. 


ASSETS.....The general cash balance of $16,412.73 
was on deposit in the Norway National Bank, Norway, 
Maine at December 31, 1966. The change fund of 
$200.00 was on hand. 


Taxes receivable totaling $20,129.98 consisted 
principally of current accounts of $19,797.63. The 
remaining balance of $332.35 represented prior 
years' accounts dating from 1963. Tax liens and 
tax acquired property amounted to $2,025.90 and 
$45.97 respectively. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS.....The depart- 
mental accounts showed an unexpended balance of 
$11,248.47, which was carried forward in accordance 
with legal requirements and/or by authority of the 
municipal officers. 


Excise tax revenue of $5,239.03 is reserved for 
future allocation by the townspeople. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $22,261.52 
a decrease of $16,774.01 for the year. This change 
was occasioned principally by transfers for depart- 
mental operations and capital expenditures less 
proceeds from the sale of town owned property. 


DEBT FUND.....The debt fund incorporated in the 
balance sheet as a separate fund, reflects a prom- 
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issory note of $300.00, representing the balance 
due Mona G. Irish for the purchase of real estate. 


TRUST FUNDS.....Trust fund principals and income 
balance amounted to $14,616.24 at the year end. The 
funds are invested in the Norway Savings and the 
South Paris Savings Banks and 159 shares of Canal 
National Bank common stock. 


DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS.....The departmental ac- 
counts showed an increase of $17,038.81 in funds 
raised by taxation, as compared with the preceeding 
year. Larger appropriations for highway and educa- 
tion accounts were the major factors contributing 
to the change. 


The departmental balances carried forward de- 
creased by $10,574.76, as compared with balances at 
the start of the year. This change occurred prin- 
cipally in the highway, education, equipment and 
unclassified accounts. 


GENERAL.....The use of excise tax revenue for 
specific highway purposes was authorized by the 
voters. Transfers from surplus for construction of 
a new town office, purchase of a lot for the new 
town office, purchase of a new tractor and dump 
maintenance were also voter authorized. 


It is recommended that the assessors commit sup- 
plemental taxes to the tax collector in accordance 
with statutory requirements. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as 
pertained to the handling of cash and other matters 
of financial concern. Count of cash was made and 
records checked to determine the accuracy of recor- 
ded cash transactions. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as 
well as expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouch- 
ers, payrolls and canceled checks were examined for 
a selected period. The correctness of recorded 
assets and liabilities were verified on a test 
basis. 


Excise tax collections were checked by examina- 
tion of copies of receipts retained by the tax col- 
lector. Trust fund transactions were reviewed and 
investments verified. Surety bond coverage was ex- 
amined.

If any resident owner after 
such notice, or any non-resident owner after being reasonably re- 
euestecd thereto by the assessors,  doés not bring in such list, the 
is thereby barred of his right to make application to the assessors 
of the county Commissioners for an abatement on his taxes, unless 
he offers such list with his application and satisfies them that he 
was unable to offer it at the time appointed. The request upon 
non-resident owners may be proved by a notice sent by mail directed 
TOmetie last Known address of the taxpayer or given by any other 
metmOd tuat brings notice home to the taxpayer.” 


In accord with the above, all resident and non-resident tax- 
pevers are wiereby réquested to bring anto the assessors true and 
Perec lists 0f their polls and all “of their estates, real and 
personal. as Of April 1, 1967. The mailing of this copy of the 
town report to non-resident taxpayers will be considered a reas- 
onable request as required by law. 


The polls of all persons who-have attained the age of 70 years 
ate mow exempt under Chapter 91K, Seétion 10, Revised Statutes of 
Maine, 1954, 


ATTENTION DOG OWNERS 


The Revised Statutes of Maine, 1965,. requires: "On or before 
the first day of January of each year, the owner or keeper of any 
dog four months old or over shall apply to the city or town clerk 
either orally or in writing, for a license for each such dog owned 
or kept by him. 


ENapter 100, Section 13; of ‘the Revised Statutes of Maine; 1954, 
notices "Whoever keeps a dog contrary to the provisions of the 
Statutes shall be punished by a fine of not more than $25 to be 
recovered by complaint before any trial justice or municipal court 
in the county where such owner or keeper resides." 
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
